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1 . SECURITY COUNCIL AND OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES - 

THE BRITISH INFORMED US THAT THE UK, FRENCH AND ITALIAN 
MISSIONS ARE PLANNING TO RECOMMEND TO CAPITALS THAT THEY 
NOT MAKE STATEMENTS IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE ON 
THE SITUATION IN OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES. EGYPTIANS ARE 
CANVASSING SC MEMBERS ON OUTCOME, SUCH AS CONSENSUS STATEMENT 
TO WHICH US COULD ADHERE. MISOFF SUGGESTED REFERRING

TURKISH AMB TURKMEN'S PRIVATE WAR WITH GA PRESIDENT 

HE HAS NOW WRITTEN THE GA PRESIDENT, 
WITH THE REQUEST THAAT THE LETTER BE CIRCULATED, THAT HE 
HAD NOT YET RECEIVED THE PRESIDENT'S REPLY CONCERNING THE

ON CYPRUS AND PRESUMED THAT IN THE SPEED TO CIRCULATE

HE NOTED AMERASINGHE STATED HE CONSULTED REPRESENTATIVES

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STANDS THAT IN THE CASE OF DENKTASH "YOU HAVE CONSIDERED 
SUCH CONSULTATIONS UNNECESSARY," WHICH HE COULD 
ONLY ATRIBUTE TO AMERASINGHE'S "STRONG CONVICTION 
ON THIS ISSUE.” TURKMEN REJECTED AMERASINGHE'S VIEW THAT 
THE ARRANGEMENT IN CASE OF LIBERATION REPRESENT ATIES 
IS NOT APPLICABLE TO THE CYPRUS ITEM, BUT ADDED THE 
QUESTION "WOULD ULTIMATELY BE DECIDED BY THE GA.”

4. NORWEGIAN CANDIDATE FOR NAMIBIA HIGH COMMISSIONER - 

IN STRICT CONFIDENCE, USDEL LEARNED THAT NORWAY IS INTERESTED 
IN A NORWEGIAN CANDIDATE (VRAALSEN) TO REPLACE SEAN 
MACBRIDE AS UN HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA AND IS CONSIDERING

DISCUSSION WITH FINNS FOCUSED ON TACTICS FOR HANDLING 
RESOLUTION COMMENDING ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION (ENMOD)

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CONVENTION, WHICH FINNS HAVE AGREED TO FLOOR MANAGE. 

PASTINEN (FINLAND) SAID ISRAEL Y AN (USSR) HAD URGED 
HIM TO SURFACE THE DRAFT AND "WRAP WHOLE MATTER UP" 

AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE. FINNS. HOWEVER, HAD NOT THOUGHT

MRS. THORSSON, HEAD OF SWEDISH DISARMAMENT DELEGATION,

SWEDES WOULD CONSIDER WORDING CHANGES BUT THOUGHT THE
